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CIVIC ADMINISTRATION 

No one will question Mr, W. J. 
Carter’s ability as a practical man 
—one who can ‘do things.’’ No 
doubt his criticism of the suggest- 
ed introduction of a cost system 
into the administration of civic af- 
fairs, which appeared in yester- 
day’s Bulletin, has some foundu- 
tion. It is possible to overdo 
even a good thing, But at the 
same time, the facts which have 
recently been brought to public 
attention prove conclusively that 
there is urgent need of tightening 
up and systematizing the civie ad- 
winistration. Possibly the wrong 
men have been blamed. Perhaps 
the means taken to secure a read- 
justment of positions and officials 


have not been the best. And yet 
something had to be done. A 
start had to be made.. It is ad- 
mitted ‘that civie methods of ad- 
ministration have been ‘unbusi- 
nesslike and that waste and loss 
have resulted. Under such eir- 
cumstances the plain duty of 


those eharged with responsibility 
in eivie matters is to bring about 
change. Ui 1s not good enough to 
wait for conditions to cure them 
It is, of course, possible 
red-tape—so 


selves. 
have too 
much that the proper execution of 
work is hampered. No doubt an 
individual conducting his own 
business can dispense with red- 
tape to a great degree. But in the 
ease of city government, where 
all that is done is in the name, 
at the cost, and for the benefit 
of the people, it is necessary that 
such account should be kept that 
not only waste may be checked, 
but. that the people may know 
what they are getting for their 
money. The close system of ae- 
counting criticized by Mr, Carter 
would no doubt be impracticable, 
but there can surely be some more 
efficient method than the city has 
litherto known without going to 
the extreme objected to by Mr. 
Carter. 

The best point Mr. 
ter’s letter is. his insistence on the 
importance of employing capable 
and reliable men, No will 
dispute that if the employee is 
not capable and reliable, no cost 
system on earth will make him 
such; and unless he is so his work 
will not produce desir d@ results. 
At the same time, unless there is 
souge System of checking work 
with a fair degree of promptitude 
aud accuracy, the employer—in 
this case, the citizen—has not the 
means of knowing which branch 
of the service is in the hands of 
competent and reliable men, 
which men are competent and re- 
liable. It fair to the citizen 
who pays, and to the employee 
who does the work, that this 
should be known as quickly and 
us accurately as possible.
